WESTFIELD, N. J., June 12— 
f m ,, mysterious caller who shot to 
death millionaire William A. Whit­ 
comb in his Bolton office Monday, 
was identified today aa George E. 
Hardy, an unemployed machinist 
who returned home and cooly pre­ 
pared his own death trap a few 
hours after the murder. 
Lester Smith, traffic manager 
for Whitcomb's Great Northern 
d r a p e r company, 
who saw 
the 
suave, well-dressed slayer leave 
the 72-year-old millionaire's of­ 
fice, was shown a picture of Hardy 
in Boston. 
"T hats the 
man, 
all 
right,'* 
Smith told police. 
Bot the motive behind the death 
of the two men was still a mys­ 
tery. 
Boston police were here today 
J seeking positive identification of j 
Hardy as the slayer who left 
smudged 
fingerprints 
in 
Whit-; 
comb’s office. 
They also sought to learn why 
the killer selected Whitcomb to try J 
to brow-brat into giving him a 
$25 OOO-a-ycar 
job. 
They 
also 
sought to discover whether he; 
planned to kill Whitcomb and him-, 
self if the job was not forthcom­ 
ing. or whether Whitcomb was 
£ killed accidentally or in a moment 
m of rage 
Hardy returned to bls apart­ 
ment late Monday. His wife, Em­ 
ma, was not at home. He taped the 
crack around the kitchen door, 
turned on one jet in the kitchen 
range, and lay down on the floor. 
A neighbor traced the smell of 
gas to the apartment, and find­ 
ing the door locked, summoned 
Mrs Hardy.

Mrs. Hardy thought the apart­ 
ment 
wa* 
unoccupied. 
With 
a 


friend, MU* florence Gibson, she 
unlocked the door and flipped a 
light switch. A. spark caused the 
accumulated gas to ignite. 
Hardy did not die quietly as he 
had planned on the floor of his 
kitchen. He died of burns In a hos­ 
pital 20 minutes later. However, 
he never regained consciousness. 
His wife and Miss Gibson wert 
confined to Muhlenberg hospital 
suffering from bums and shock. 
The name of George Hardy on a 
contract on Whitcomb’s desk call­ 
ing for a lifetime job at $25,000 a 
year brought Boston police here to 
investigate. 
They also were checking Millin­ 
ocket, Me., where Hardy's first 
wife and their 18-year-old daugh­ 
ter live. Whitcomb reportedly re­ 
ceived several threatening letters 
postmarked Millinocket, and resi­ 
dents there also reported receiv­ 
ing 
unsigned 
“crank 
letters," 
which they merely laughed at. 
Mrs. Ethel Hardy, the machin­ 
ist’s first wife, said she had not 
seen 
him 
in 
nine 
years. 
She 
planned not to tell their daugh­ 
ter of his death until after her high 
school graduation ceremonies, but 
the girl reportedly received a tele­ 
gram from her paternal grand­ 
father. 
Hardy had visited Millinocket a 
number of times friends said. 
Captain McCarthy told reporters 
that he did not believe a positive 
identification of Hardy’* finger­ 
prints could be made. He said the

LEAD it a common and useful 
metal, to common and so useful 
that we sometimes forget that it 
i.s alto a deadly poison. 
Accidental poisoning with lead 
may occur in many ways. Lead 
salts are contained in insecticides 
used for spraying fruits and vege­ 
tables; drinking water which has 
passed through lead pipes may be 
another source of danger; dis­ 
carded storage batteries which 
contain lead plates are sometimes 
used for fuel in the home, a highly 
dangerous practice. 
Protective Regulations 
Fortunately, there are public 
health regulations designed to pro­ 
tect against these things, so that 
today, most cases of lead poison­ 
ing ate confined to those who are 
exposed to lead in the course of 
their work. Even here proper pro­ 
tective measures will minimize the 
danger. 
One difficulty lies in the fact 
that there is a great difference in 
susceptibility to lead. That is some 
persons may absorb a great deal 
into the body before any symptoms 
develop, while in others, even a 
little may produce signs of poison­ 
ing within a short period of time. 
It 
makes a 
difference, too, 
whether the lead enters the body 
through the skin, the mouth or the 
lungs. It acts most rapidly when 
inhaled; most slowly when ab­ 
sorbed through the skin. 
Early Signs 
The early signs of lead poison­ 
ing are not distinct. They consist 
of such things as disturbed sleep, 
distaste for food at breakfast, con­ 
stipation, and certain changes in 
the red blood cells. In some cases 
a paralysis of certain muscles oc­ 
curs so that the wrist drops. 
Later on, there may be sleepless­ 
ness, restlessness, loss of weight, 
paleness, cramping pains in the ab­ 
domen, headache, dizziness, nerv­ 
ousness, pain in the joints, pain 
over the heart, backache, fatigue 
and anemia or lessening of the col­ 
oring in the blood and convulsions. 
A blue line along the gums known 


as a lead line develops in some 
instances. 
Sometimes the symptoms of lead 
poisoning do not occur until the 
patient develops a cold, or influ­ 
enza, or some similar infection. 
After the lead is ingested, a vary­ 
ing period may pass before symp­ 
toms occur. About two weeks is 
the minimum time. 
Gasoline Worker* 
Workers with gasoline contain­ 
ing lead sometimes develop lead 
poisoning because the lead is ab­ 
sorbed through the skin. In one 
case, the symptoms developed 
within two months after a man 
started working with this type of 
gasoline. 
On the other hand, in certain 
workers encaged in the cutting 
o f materials containing lead (by 
means of a flame or torch), symp­ 
toms may develop after three or 
four hours, and severe poisoning 
may develop after a half day’s ex­ 
posure. 
Regular Cheek*Up 
People who work with lead 
should be examined at regular in­ 
tervals to make sure that poison­ 
ing is not occurring. One of the 
best testa is to examine the red 
blood cells to see if abnormal 
changes, such as lessening of the 
coloring matter in them, have oc­ 
curred. 
Many cases of lead poisoning in 
children have occurred as the re­ 
sult of using discarded automo­ 
bile storage batteries for fuel in 
the home. Usually the first symp­ 
tom of this is rn convulsion in the 
child. 
In the prevention of lead poison­ 
ing, proper hygiene is of the great­ 
est importance. Never use storage 
batteries for fuel. 
All exposed 
areas of the skin should be well 
washed after work. The hair should 
be protected and washed regularly. 
Proper ventilation should be pro­ 
vided in the plants. 
By keeping the amount of lead 
in the air as low as possible, the 
maximum of protection can be pro­ 
vided. It is also suggested that 
milk or orange juice be taken daily 
as a protective measure.

Poultry prices are still set by 
the Office of Price Administration 
It was emphasized Wednesday in 
a bulletin received in Circleville 
from the OPA district office at 
Cincinnati. 
The bulletin said that sales of 
poultry are on the increase as a 
result of the prevalent food scar­ 
city, particularly the meat short­ 
age, and th at erroneous reports 
have been circulated that poultry 
prices are not subject to ceilings. 
"Poultry, both live and dressed, 
is still under price ceilings”, the 
OPA said. “There is apparently a 
mistaken notion th at price con­ 
trols have been removed on poul­ 
try at the producer level because 
m any reports have been received 
to this effect. 
"The current meat shortage has 
created an increased demand for 
poultry. Ceiling prices on poultry 
have been established according to 
zones and the figures may be ob­ 
tained from 
local price 
control 
boards.” 
The OPA also declared that the 
recent price increase to milk pro­ 
ducers amounting to 40 cents per 
hundred weight, as authorized by 
the Departm ent of Agriculture to 
m aintain milk production, will re­ 
sult in changes in the overall dairy 
program.
